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GERMANS REFUSE 
FOOD T0 BELGIANS 


Amertcan Commission Is- 
sues ‘Statement of Invad- 


is’ Attitude—Belgians to 
Starve Unless Aided. 


London, November e24.—The Ameri- 
can commission for relief in Belgium 
issued the following statement today: 

“With regard to a statement pub- 
lished in America and credited to Gen- 
eral von Frankenberg, governor of 
Antwerp, that if America had not been 
80 kind-hearted as to send foodstuffs 
to Belgium the Germans themselves 
would have considered it their duty to 
bring feed from Germany, we cannot 
conceive that the German governor of 
Antwerp ever authorized such a state- 
ment and believe the report ts un- 
founded. 

“The following cities through their 
representatives had made repeated ap- 

to the German representatives in 
twerp for food. 

Malines, aLierre, Willebroeck, Boom. 
Duffel, Torhagen, St. Nicolas, Coutich 
and Wahlen. They were refused. 

“Last Friday two town councillors 
of Antwerp came to our headquarters 
in Rotterdam and stated that they had 
been released by the German authori- 
ties under bond of 65,000,000 franes 
($1,000,000) to obtain help for the des- 
titute of Antwerp and on their urgent 
mpage aye we sent 540 tons of sup- 
plies to Antwerp 

“The provinces of Limbourg and Lux- 
embourg, adjoining the German fron- 
tier, have made repeated appeals to the 
Germans for the right to buy food in 
Germany and import itt into Belgium 
and have been consistently refused. On 
the minor question of salt alone, of 
which there is an abundant supply in 
Germany, the privilege of importation 
was refused, and we have had to send 
salt from the British Isles. 


“These are only a few instances 
which make it impossible for us to be- 
lieve that any such statement as the 
one referred to was authorized by a 
responsible German official. The first

mans not supply the civil population 
with food” and it was not until we 
were absolutely satisfied

GERMANS RETREAT 
FERUELY PURSUED 


BY THE RUSSIANS 


Continued Successes Re- 
ported by Petrograd--Rus- 
sian Cavalry Inflicting 
Heavy Losses on Retreat- 
ing Germans--Many Pris- 
oners and Guns Taken. 


Petrograd, November 24.—(Via Lon- 
don, November 26, 2:57 a. m.)—An offi- 
cial report issued here tonight said 
there have been continued Russian suc- 
eesses in the Czenstochowa-Cracow 
front, where, en November 22, the Rus- 
sians took 6,000 prisoners. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“The battle of Lodz still continues. 
At one point Russian cavalry attacked 
a body of retreating infantry, inflict- 
ing great losses and capturing heavy 
guns. 

“On the Czenstochowa-Cracow front 
the battle is developing successfully 
for the Russians. On Sunday more 
than 6,000 prisoners were taken. The 
enemy’s attempts at a counter-attack 
were repulsed.” 


Tn the afternoon the following re- 


port was issued: 

“Between the Vistula and the Warta 
the Germans have retreated from the 
lines running from Strykow to Zegterzs, 
Szadek,. Zdunska, Wola and Wozniki.”’

GERMANS OF LYING.

“To what extent German official 
statements can be trusted is shown by 
the following short Prussian commu- 
hication, dated November 20: 

“"The Russiana on the east of the 
lake regions made themselves masters 
of a field work fitted with guns, but 
not garrisoned.’ 

“This statement refers to a redoubt 
near Przaykop, which, on the night of 
November 17, a company of the Sibe- 
rian regiment stormed and occupied. 
The next day the Germans concentrated 
on the redoubt a violent fire from large 
caliber howitzers and Kept up the at- 
tack for hours. 

“During this attack the German col- 
ums were compelled to’advance over 
a small isthmus between the lakes 
Voinoff (south) and Bonvelno and the 
lake Levantin. After the battle this 
isthmus, about 400 feet long, was piled 
up with bodies of German dead.

FOR THE GERMANS. 

London, November 24.-—-The Times’

CHILEAN NEUTRALITY 


According to Chilean Marine 
Authorities — Strong Anti-

Santiago, Chile, November 24.—An

PRUVES GREAT SUCCESS 


Subscriptions Have Closed For 
the $1,750,000,000 Asked 
by the Government. 


London, November 24.—Lists of sub- 
scriptions to the greatest war loan in 
history, amounting to £350,000,000 ster- 
ling ($1,750,000,000), or rather more than 
half the total of the British national 
debt, were closed this afternoon and the 
loan, it is freely stated in the city, will 
be a great success, although no official 
figures as yet are available. 

Coming at a time when the London 
stock exchange is closed and immedi- 
ately after $300,000,000 of fresh taxa- 
tion had been imposed, the result is 
considered remarkably indicative of the 
determination of the country to enable 
the government to prosecute the war 
to a successful end. 

The subscriptions poured in from the 
provinces and from insurance houses 
and banks, colonial as well as from the 
United Kingdom.

FOODSTUFFS PRODUCED 
BY WARRING NATIONS 


November 24.—Of the 
nations at war, England produces less 
of her foodstuffs than any other. A 
department of agriculture investigation 
made public today indicates that Eng- 
land produces about 53 per cent of her 
food requirements; Belgium, 57 per 
vent; Germany, 88 per cent; France, 
92 per cent, and Austria-Hungary, 98 
per cent. Russia produces 110 per cent, 
eaporting about 10 per cent. Canada 
‘produces 23 per cent more than she 
consumes; Argentina produces 48 per 
cent more than she consumes, and the 
United States exports and imports al- 
most balance. 

“The United Kingdom,” says the re- 
port, “produces only 27 per cent of her 
requirements of edible grains, but 53 
per cent of her meats, 62 per cent of 
her dairy products, 68 per cent of her 
poultry, more than 90 per cent of her 
vegetables and 2} per cent of her fruits. 
She is an exporter of fish products.”

INDIAN SOLDIER FOOLS. 
TROOPS OF THE KAISER 


London, November 25.—(12:25 a. m.) 
The life of Indian troops in the 
trenches is described in a dispatch from 
the front given out tonight by the of- 
ficial press bureau. 

“Nothing sensational has happened 
in thesIndian lines,” says the bultetin. 
“There has ‘been trenching, counter- 
trenching and hand-to-hand fighting, 
but no Gurkha regiment has penetrated 
behind the German lines and blown 
up a powder magazine,” 

‘The report says the Germans have 
not attacked the Indian trenches as 
desperately as they have other parts 
of the line, and have been repelled 
without difficulty. When the Germans 
have captured an Indian trench inva- 
riably it has been recaptured, usually 
at night with the bayonet. 

Despite the cold weather, the health 
of the Indians is better than that of 
white soldiers who accompanied them 
from India. 

The Indians’ officers are extraordi- 
narily well informed regarding the war. 
Describing German attempts to seduce 
the Indians, the report says the opera- 
tor of a Taube aeroplane threw down 
over the trenches many leaflets bear- 
ing the announcement by a German 
professor that Sheik-Ul-Islam had pro- 
claimed a holy :war. All the leaflets 
fell into the hands of white soldiers. 

Two Indians were creeping toward 
a German trench on a scouting expedi- 
tion one night when a searchlight was 
thrown on one of them. 

‘He was quick-witted enough to real- 
ize that no ordinary resource would 
save his life,” says the report. “He 
immediately rose to his feet and ad- 
Vanced saalaming into the German 
trench. [ts occupants ceased to fire, 
disconcerted.” 

The Indian by signs indicated that 
he wanted to kill the British, and, as 
a result, spent a luxuriovs night in the 
German line. In the morning, on mak- 
ing signs that he could bring other 
Indians, he was allowed to return to 
his own side.

Books could be kept on the enterprise and 
bulletins issued from time to time would re- 
port progress and show farmers who were 
following the example of the commission 
what pitfalls to avoid and what courses to 
follow. 

The peculiar circumstances of the case— 
the contract let by the state, the free acres 
at the state farm, make a unique opportu- 
nity. It would mark,an epoch in Georgia if, 
at the expiration of the year, not only had 
this entire contract been filled with.Georgia 
beef, but if the state itself had set to its 
farmers an example in “living at home.’ 

An added _ incentive in this connection is 
the rapid dwindling of cattle raising in th 
northwest and west. Papers from these sec- 
tions report that not in yedrs has the volume 
been so sma@il. They attribute it, univers- 
ally, to the fact that the feeding season is 
only six out of twelve months, which runs 
costs up out of all reason. In Georgia the 
feeding season is ten and ten and a half 
months out of twelve, and the soil’ offers 
every crop for cattie sustenance. 

The state has a great plant near Milledge- 
ville for fatm demonstration purposes. It 
would be highly fitting if there the state 
should elaborate to her farmers the profit 
in this splendid industry.

There was somewhat careful scrutiny In } 
the financial district of the figures reported 
from London as the estimate of the chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, Liloyd-George, as to 
the amount of money that must be raised by 


England on account of war expenses for two , 


At a superficial reading it seemed 
like a confession of extraordinary emerg- 
ency. Yet the amount is not much in excess 
of that borrowed by the federal government 
in the first two years of the civil war, and 
England can plece her loan on better terms 
than the United States government was com- 
pelled to give. Then, too, the clear intime- 
tion, that the chancellor looks forward to a 
cor.tinuation of the ‘war as far ahead as the 
year 1916 is regarded as of special conse- 
quence to American business interests. 

There seem to be two points of view, 
both of which are of !mportance to American 
business life, from which the Erfglish financ- 
ing is regarded. Occasionally the question 
is asked, Will not the enormous expenditures 
entail such economy throughout Great Brit- 
ain as will tend to decrease her demands for 
American products? Others feel confident 
that no matter what England is compelled 
to ‘expend to maintain the war she must 
turn to the United States for a vast amount 
of supplies which the emergencies of the war 
prevent her from getting anywhere. else. 

Presumably, no small portion of the 
enormous credit the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer has obtained is to he expended in 
the purchase of food, equipment, materials of 
war and machinery with ‘which rifles and 
other implements of war may be mianufac- 
tured in the Emeglish arsenals. There is no 
other place where commodities of this kind 
ean be secured in the amount needed and 
within the brief time which is essential for 
the manufacture and delivery of these prod- 
ucts than the United States. 

Will Increase Activities. 

These purchases must sooner or later 
greatly inerease the activities in almost all 
departments of American industr,.. It is to 
them in some measure that those who direct 
what is colloquially called “big business” 
look for remunerative output, whilé the 
wage earners can rely upon this demand for 
occupation on full time and good pay. Many 
of the banks of this city find demands al- 
ready made upon them for pay-roll disburse- 
ments so large and so suddenly increased as 
of itself to furnish good indication that in 
many lines of industry much activity now 
prevails. "These pay rolis are the means upon 
which the retail tradesmen rely for good 
business. From all parts of the country there 
come intimations ofva gradual and yet ‘what 
seems to be a healthful! revival of domestio 
business. The large manufaaturing concerns 
continue to receive heavy orders, particularly 
from England, Italy and, curiously enough, 
from Norway and Sweden. Instead of there 
being any let-up in these orders, they have 
been maintained and even increased, Of 
course credits which have been established 
here in favor of foreign governments or 
purchasers are, as far as possible, confiden- 
tial. Yet.the manner in which some of the 
big industries have received payments for 
commodities already exported furnishes good 
proof that large credits have ‘been estab- 
lished in New York. 

An Infallible Sign. “ 

There is, however, one infalliblte—4~because 
it Is official—sign of returning prosperity, 
particularly in the large industrial plants 
and in the commission houses which are ex- 
ecuting orders for food products. This sign 
is furnished by the report which comes from 
the governmental] authorities at Washington 
and is the record of our exports as they are 
made from week to week and month to 
nyvonth. 

For instance, from New York alone there 
were exported commodities to Europe in Oc- 
tober of the money value of $15,000,000 in 
excess of the exports for October of Mast year. 
There are as yet no details such as the mani- 
fests of the steamships contained which 
would show the character of these. exports, 
but there is no doubt that for the most part 
they represent purchases of food and of 
equipment and war material and are in such 
amounts that it is inevitable that general 
business must speedily feel the reflex action. 

One of the reasons why it is regarded as 
fair to assume that ithe exports, at least the 
excess of them over last year, represents war 
supplying commodities purchased of Ameri- 
can industries ds the fact that the exports 
from New York to Europe in October were 
$16,000,000 greater than the exports lust vear, 
whereas, on the other hand, our exports to 
other parts of the world were less than they 
were last year. Besides, we sent to Germany 
and Austria, on account of § international 
trade in October of last vear, commodities of 
the money value of $10,000,000. This vear ‘we 
sent nothing to either of those countries, at 
least direcily. It is possible that the increase 
in our exports to Italy, Norway, Sweden and 
Denmark covers in part commodities which 
are designed ultimately for Germany, al- 
though of this there is no proof. 

When the sudden and unprecedented in- 
crease in the sale of the products of Ameri- 
can industries and agriculture began, in the 
latter part of September, it was sometimes 
thought that these purchases might repre- 
sent only a sudden emergency. The hope was 
strong that they would ‘be continued through 
November, for if they were they would surely 
stimulate American business life and would 
also make it all the easier for us to recover 
normal international financial relations. 

Apparently this hope is to be fully real- 
ized. We already have official rebord of 
the money value of the products of Ameri- 
can industries which were bought and sent 
through the harbur of New York in the 'week 
which ended November 14. Presumably a 
majority of the exports of manufactured ar- 
ticles represented purchases from some of 
the great corporations. 


years. 


From New York in 
the second week of November there went 
commodaties of the money value in round 
numbers of $24,000,000, and this was $6,000,- 
000 more than the money value of our exports 
in the second week of November of last vear. 
The Washington authorities have made an 
estimate for practically all of the American 
seaports of the aggregate money value of the 
exports for the first two weeks of Novemiber 
and this estimate shows a balance in our 
favor of hRearly $35,000,000. Now there is no 
doubt that exports of this kind will continue 
and ‘will probably increase, and if they do it 
is regarded as inevitable that domestic busi- 
ness life in the United States will be greatly 
stimulated. This is the reason why so many 
of the leaders in our industrial and business 
life are now predicting that by the first of 
January we shall find a general and unusual- 
ly great revival of American domestic busi- 
eHOLLAND.

Miss Jessie Muse, principal of the Girls’ 
high school, scunded the Warning 
Tuesday afternoon in the course of an inter- 
view with a Constitution reporter. 

“The capacity of the Girls’ hizh school is 
$00,” said Miss Muse, “and we are now han- 
dling 725 students. There will be about eighty 
Boing out of the senior class at the end of

the year, and about 115 will drop out because 
they cannot succeed, or for other reasons. 

“Next year there will be 841 girls from 
the seventh and eighth grades to be admitted 
into the high school, and there won't be any 
room for 600 of them. They will be turned 
away ‘because there is not the slightest 
chance of admitting them all.” 

Althowgh it was fairly warm outdoors, a 
majority of the girls in the school were suf- 
fering from the chill atmosphere of the 
school building. There are fourteen furnaces 
in use during the winter months to keep the 
buildings ‘warm, but they have proven in- 
adequate. 

The heating of the auditorium is so bad 
that the music class of 150 girls is broken 
up and have taken other rooms for their 
instruction.

SOLDIERS NAME TRENCHES AS HOTELS. 
(London correspondence New York Sun.) 
The official news bureau gives out the 

following further account of affairs at the 

front written by a-witness attached to the 

British general headquarters in France, pre- 

sumably Colonel Swinton, as whom this “eye- 

witness” recently was identified. The ac- 

count is dated October 13, 1914: 

“On the firing line the men sleep and 
obtain shelter in dugouts they have holiow- 
ed or cut under the sides of the trenches. 
These refugees are raised elightly above the 
bottom of the trench, so as to remain dry 
in the wet weather. 

The floor of the trench also is sloped, 
for the purpose of draining. Some of the 
trenches are provided with overhead cover, 
which gives protection from the weather as 
well as from shrapnel] balls and splinters of 
Shells. Considerable ingenuity has been 
exercised by the men in naming these shel- 
ters. Among the favorite designations are 
the ‘Hotel Cecil,’ the ‘Ritz Hotel,’ the ‘Billet 
Doux Hotel’ and the ‘Rue Dormir.’ 

On the road barricades also are to bé6 
found boards bearing this notice: ‘This way 
to the Prussians.’ 

Obstacles of every kind abound, and at 
night each side «an hear tne enemy driving 
pickets for entanglements, digging trous de 
loup, or workine forward by sapping. In 
some places obstacles have been constructed 
by both sides’ so close together that some 
wag suggested that each side provide work- 
ing parties to perform this fatigue duty al- 
ternately, inasmuch as the work of the 
enemy is now almost indistingutfshable from 
ours, and serves the same purpose.” 

ACROSS THE CONTINENT. 
(From The Indianapolis News.) 

Fifty years ago, in the latter part of 
October, 1864, the first link in a transconti- 
nental railroad was completed, from Sacra- 
mento, Cal, into the foothills of the Slerra 
Nevada mountains. T, H. Judah, a civil en- 
gineer, after threading the mountains for 
months and pleading in vain with capitalists 
to back him, met by chance at Sacramento 
one day four small merchants—Collis P. 
Huntington, Leland Stanford, Mark Hopkins 
and Charles Crocker. 

But of that incidental meeting grew the 
organization of the Central Pacific railway. 
Judah died before his project was well un- 
der way, but the other four men, with a 
capital then of only a few thousand dollars 
and a few inconspicuous associates, suc- 
ceeded in» building to the foothills of the 
mountains in the fall of 1864. By 1867 the 
Sierrag were surmounted, and in 1869 the 
road was joined to the Union Pacific at 
i’romontory Point, Utah. The first §trans- 
continental railroad was then an accom- 
plished fact, and Stanford, Huntington, Hop- 
kins and Crocker built adjoining mansions 
in the most aristocratic part of San Fran- 
cisco, shortly to become millionaires many 
times over. 

Today there are nine railroad lines in 
North America known as transcontinental. 
The latest is the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
Canada, which ig nearly completed. Without 
counting the eastern connections, the lines 
now operating through to the Pacific coast 
have an eggregate main line trackage of 
over 30,000 miles, over which some 200 
through passenger trains are constantly in 
motion. 


METHODS OF EXPERT TRAIN THIFVES. 

The following story is being told by In- 
dian papers: At the instance of the com 
missioner in Sind, a practical demonstration 
of the methods of expert train thieves was 
arranged for by the superintendent of the 
Northwestern State railway police, for 
the purpose of illustrating to the traffic 
officers of the railway the ease with which 
closed “wagons” could be opened and de- 
spoiled of their contents while a train was 
in motion. Three expert thieves were sta- 
tioned on the line about 100 yards from the 
spectators. A train consisting of an engine 
and about a dozen open “trucks” and closed 
“wagons” was then run into the city station 
vard at a speed of from fifteen to twenty 
miles an hour. Before the train had proceed- 
ed 100 yards from the point where the 
thieves were stationed three closed “wagons” 
had been boarded and entered. Three closed 
“wagons” without any kind of foothold were 
then selected for trial. The train steamed in 
at the same speod as before and the above- 
mentioned periprmance was repeated with 
amazing ease. —

Southern Express Company 
Needs One at Pine View, Ga. 


The state railroad commission on 
Tuesday was engaged with many minor 
matters, among which was the hearing 
of a petition from the Southern Ex- 
press company to discontinue its agen- 
cy at Pine View, in Wilcox county, 
for the stated reason that every agent 
they got at that place became a de- 
faulter. Pine View, however, is a 
town of 1,000 population, and the com- 
mission declined to allow the discon- 
tinuance of the office and instructed 
the express company to exert further 
efforts looking toward finding an hon- 
est agent, whereupon the express com- 
pany withdrew its petition. 

A somewhat similar petition came 
before the commission from the South- 
ern railway, which would discontinue 
its agency at Greenwood, four miles 
below McDonough, upon the ground, 
forsooth, that it could find no agent 
who would make the necessary reports 
and otherwise properly attend to the 
job upon the salary which the road 
had to offer. The agent at Greenwood, 
however, represented to the commission 
that he would take another shot at 
holding down the job if the commission 
said so. Whereupon the commission 
said so, and suspended its decision in 
the case awaiting further eventualities. 

The commission refused to grant the 
petition of the Lula and Homer rail- 
road, recently incorporated, to build a 
road a dozen miles or so in length from 
Lula, in Hall county, to Homer, in 


' Banks, asking permission to issue $200,- 


000 capital stock and $125,000 bonds. 
The refusal of the commission was 
based upon a lack of detail information 
in regard to the cost of the road and 
aot! and when the stock was to be 
paid.

BELGIAN IMMIGRATION 


MOVEMENT TAKES SHAPE Opens Sessions at Dawson 


Enthusiastic Session Adjourns, 
After Naming of Advisory 
Board of Seven. 


The Belgian immigration movement, 
which has its inception in Brooks 
county, took definite shape as a state 
movement in the morning and after- 
noon sessions of Wednesday, held 
the assembly room of the Piedmont ho- 
tel. After the whole-hearted 


ence through the state, 
met in the afternoon for the perfec- 
tion of the business organization and 
the planning of a definite policy. 

The following resolutions were read 
by the secretary and were wunani- 
mously adopted by the delegates: 

“Resolved, That the chairman of the 
meeting appoint a committee of seven 
members to act as an advisory board with 
the following instruction and powers: 

“1. To find out if under the laws the 
immigration movement can be carried out, 
and if so, how. 

“2. If the plans are legal, can the move- 
ment be financed, and if so, how. 

“3. Power is given them to select offi- 
cérs and fill vacancies in their committee 
and to proceed with the incorporation, if 
it is deemed wise to do so.” 

The chairman 
also the secretary are to, be ex-officio 
members of the committee. 

Committee Named. 

In keeping with the resolutions the 
following committee was appointed: 
R. F. Shedden, Atlanta; John D. Lit- 
tle, Atlanta; F. M. Oliver, Savannah; 
S. B. Brown, Albany; Royal Daniel, 
Quitman; W. P. Dalaperriere, Hosch- 
ton; B. S. Barker, Gainesville, and A, 
B. Moore, chairman of the, publicity 
committee, board of trade of Savan- 
nah. 

It was announced that a letter had 
been sent to all persons who could 
give effective assistance toward sup- 
plying homes for the refugees. Many 
responses, it was said, had —— re- 
ceived from owners of large tracts of 
land, all anxious’ to receive Belgian 
refugees under the conditions pro- 
posed. 

R. M. Pindell, 
tlement and Development 
tion, of Baltimore, stated that, so far 
as his observation went, those in 
charge of this Georgia movement were 
going about it in a way which would 
avoid the difficulties because of which 
sO many similar movements had fail- 
ed. “You want to be sure,” he said, 
“that the United States government 
is working in unison with the gov- 
ernment of Belgium. The success or 
failure of this movement is simply 
a matter of preparedness. The Bel- 
gians you may bring to this country 
will largely distribute themselves, 
The ports of entry will be a question 
which economy will settle.

Tuesday morning by E. Y. Clarke, rep- 
reaching the Brooks county patrons 
of the movement. John D. Little, of 
Atlanta, was unanimously elected tem- 
porary chairman. 

After short addresses of welcome by 
Mayor Woodward, for the city of At- 
lanta, and Dan G. Hughes, for the state 
agricultural department, the nominat- 
ing committee announced the election 
of A. B. Moore, of Savannah, as presi- 
dent, and Dr. Levenstein as secretary. 
The recommendation of the committee 
was accepted, and Mr. Moore addressed 
the meeting dealing with the possibili- 
ties of this immigration movement 
from a commercial] and industrial as 
well ag from a humanitarian stand- 
point. 

After J. K. Orr, of Atlanta, had es- 
pressed his deep interest in the propo- 
sition the meeting had been called to 
consider, he asked Roby Robinson to 
speak of a plan he had thought out 
for devoloping a large tract of Geor-' 
gia land. 

Frank Oliver, who drew tre consti- 
tution and by-laws for the Georetla Im- 
migration association, then held the 
close attention of the assembly for over 
an hour, while he discussed in inter- 
esting detail the question of immigra- 
tion in its relation to the present move- 
ment. 

He highly believed in the movement, 
but stated that there were three diffi- 
culties in the way which would have to 
be considered. According to the strin- 
gent immigration laws, no corporation 
can be organized and do business with 
the avowed intention of bringing for- 
eigners into the United States. Also 
no society or organization can send 
representatives into foreign countries 
for the purpose of soliciting immigra- 
tion without permission of the depart- 
ment of justice. Further, an immigrant 
coming to this country whose passage 
has been paid by another will be barred. 
In surmounting these difficulties, Mr. 
Oliver suggested that the movement be 
carried forward under the direction of 
the state department of agriculture. In 
this way, he said, it would be legal. 

Dan G. Hughes said that the depart- 
ment of agriculture would be willing 
to recognize the movement to this ex- 
tent. 

The morning session closed by ex- 
pressing its thanks to the Brooks coun- 
ty people for originating the movement, 
and also thanked Robert F. Shedden, of 
Atlanta, for his activity in making the 
movement a success.

“Birmingham, Ala., November 24.—

RESERVE BANK ISSUES 
TS FIRST NOTES TODAY 


Paper Will Be Discounted in 
Increasing Volume From 


Now On. 


The Atlanta federal reserve bank 
will issue its first treasury notes today. 
This will be for no great amount, but 
prospects are that in the near future 
there will be considerable new currency 
from the new system in circulation. 

The bank has to date been more or 
less getting itself into shape for busi- 
ness, although it has been discounting 
It is expected 
that paper will now be discounted in 
increasing volume. 

This is not to say, however, that the 
effects of the reserve bank are not al- 
ready being felt. Since the reserve 
bank has begun to discount commercial 
paper at 6 per cent on 30-day loans and 
longer term loans, 
the New York rate to southern banks, 
which was formerly 6 to 6% per cent, 
has dropped, it is said, to 5 per cent. 
The reason for this easier rate is two- 
told. In the first mlace, the reserve 
bank has established a stable credit 
which the New York banks are willing 
to depend upon. In the second place, 
the inauguration of the federal reserve 
system has released about $175,000,000 
by the reduction of the reserves of the 
New York banks.

Wall Street Men Cheerful. 

New York, November 24.—The deci- 
sion of the stock exchange to reopen 
next saturday for restricted dealing 
in listed bonds overshadowed all other 
developments in the financial district 
today. The movement gathered more 
than ordinary importance because it 
had the approval of the foremost bank- 
ing interests, who, it was understood, 
were ready to give more than their 
moral support to resumption of opera- 
tions in this important branch of the 
securities market. 

The greater ease shown by the local 
money market also helped stimulate 
sentiment to an unusual! degree. Call 
money was offered in abundant quan- 
tities at 4 1-2 per cent and 90-day loans 
at 4 3-4 per cent were readily effected. 
Renewals of one and two months’ loans 
were made at an average rate of 5 per 
cent. There was a decided increase 
in the supply of cash for all manner 
of accommodations, including mercan- 
tile paper. 

Financial institutions and 
with foreign affiliations reported a fur- 
ther strengthening of credits here by 
several of the nations at war, and this 
was accentuated by the place of addi- 
tional orders for war matertals, gen- 
eral merchandise and finished iron and 
steel. Another advanee-én the quoted 
price of copper suggested an increased 
inquiry for that metal 

Exchange on London moved an 
erratic manner, opening a full cent 
above the preceding day's close, there- 
by giving rise to the possibility of an- 
other gold outflow. Early quotations 
were followed by an abrupt decline 
and then another advance to about half 
its initial gain. Considerable of the 
activity was traceable to the day’s 
heavy exports of cotton, whieh attain- 
ed record-breaking proportions. 

London advices indicated greater 
cheerfulness in financial circles, be- 
cause of latest news from the eastern 
war arena and the prospects of a heavy 
subscription to the new war loan of 
£350,.000.000 sterling.

It was announced 
that the president did not consider that 
énough ships to meet requirements had 
taken advantage of the emergency 
American registry act.

‘TWO WARREN BROTHERS 


BUUND OVER BY COURT 


Case Against I. A. Warren Is 
Dropped, Negro’s Confes- 
sion Exonerating Him. 


Astounding a trowded courtroom 
with a calm recital of an alleged arson 
plot that has not an equal in the fire 
history of Atlanta, William Barge, a 
negro porter in the Warren furniture 
storeon Peters street, that was burned 
Saturday night, declared in municipal 
court Tuesday that he had been in- 
structed by his employees to burn the 
building for insurance. 

His story resulted in the binding 
over of 3. D. Warren and J. E. Warren, 
two of the three brothers arrested, and 
the dismissal of I. A. Warren, who, the 
negro testified, was not implicated in 
the alleged plot. Barge, himself, was 
bound over under a bond of $2,500.’ 


Barge stated that he had been work- | 


ing for the Warren brothers for a year 
and a half, and that recently they had 
complained of hard times. He said 
they had sent him to Duy ten gallons of 
gasoline—one gallon at a time, so as 
not to excite suspicion—and that he 
had, at their orders, put sawdust and 
inflammable material over the store. 

Saturday night, he testified, he had 
gone into the store to see if the fire 
material would ignite, and when a 
match was struck, the gasoline fumes 
flared up in an unconquerable blaze 
that resulted in the store’s destruction. 

Neither ef the Warren brothers made 
any statem or set up a defense. They 
expect to give bond.

GREATEST WHEAT AREA 
IN HISTORY FOR 1915 


Washington, November 24.—The 
greatest wheat area in the world’s his- 
tory will be planted for the 1915 har- 
vest as a result of the Puropean war 
in the opinion of Charles M. Dougherty, 
statistical expert of the department of 
agriculture. In a report made public 
today Mr. Dougherty says: 

“As a result of the war in Burope, a 
world-wide tendency exists to increase 
the acreage of wheat. Doubtless the, 
most extensive area in the history of 
the world will be seeded during the 
present autumn and coming spring. 
A prospective heavy demand for this 
important food grain by the importing 
countries of western Europe is likely, 
if seeding conditions favor, to give ex- 
traordinary stimulus to sowings of 
both winter and spring varieties in 
the-two great exporting countries of 
North America, and to those sowings 
now being finished under auspicious 
circumstances in British India 

“In Europe indications are that all| 
available labor resources, in both neu- 
tral and. contendin nations, will be 
utilized to the utmost for getting in full 
or increased areas. In Italy 1,000,000 
acres, it is said, will be added to the 
crop. 

“In the contending countries ex- 
traordinary efforts are being exerted in 
autumn seeking. The services of wom- 
en and children, men exempt from mlill- 
tary service, refugees, prisoners of war, 
and soldiers temyporarily relieved from 
the ranks are being utilized.”

Boston, November 24.—Matthew Hale,
